President Ford yesterday 
asked Congress for a supple- 
mental appropriation of $850,- 
000 to cover the transistional 
■ v costs of Richard M. Nixon re- 
1 , turning to private life and to 
i pay the pension and other al- 
C lowances due Mr. Nixon until 
June 30, 1975. 

•Congress is free to vote all, 
part or none of the amount re- 
quested. 

The presidential ■ transition 
act of 1963 authorizes $450,000 
for transition costs of a for- 
mer President in the first six 
months after he leaves office. 

' The additional $400,000 that 
Mr. Ford proposed will he 
used to pay through the cur- 
rent fiscal year the former 
President’s pension, office- and 
other expenses allowed under 
the former president’s act of 
1958. 

* The latter amount is de- 
signed to cover the former 
President’s annual pension of 
$60,000, $96,000 for staff sala 
ries and a special allowance of 
$2444)00 requested by Mr. 
Nixon to establish ah office in 
San Clemente, Calif. The pen- 
sion and staff allowance would 
continue as long as Mr. Nixon 
lives. ... , 

The $244,000, if approved by 
Congress, would be adminis- 
tered by the General Services 
Administration. It would pro- 
vide $40,000 for travel, $5,000 
for office supplies, $65,000 for 
furnishings, $21,000 for com- 
munications, $1,000 for print- 


lane ous. 

White House press assistant 
John Carlson said that the 
funds requested through GSA 
are “comparable to what for- 
mer President Johnson re- 
ceived after leaving office, ad- 
justed for inflation.” 

Mr. Nixon can request sup- 
plemental appropriations in 
future years, but the requests 
would be subject to congres- 
sional scrutiny. 

Carlson said Mr. Nixon 
would be within the law if he 
used some of the $96,000 for 
staff to pay lawyers’ fees but 
that he may not pay legal.fees 
out of the $103,000 miscellane- 
ous fund. 

Carlson said, however, that 
secretarial costs, probably 
would eat up most of the $96,- 
000 in the first year. Rose 
Mary Woods, Mr. Nixon’s per- 
sonal secretary, has been paid I 
in the $40,000 range, he said, 
and there are several assist- 
ants to help handle the large 
volume of mail the ex-Presi- 
dent has received since leav- 
ing Washington Aug. 9.. 

The cost of providing Secret 
Service protection for the for- 
mer President is not included 
in the appropriation request; 
it is covered in the. Secret 
Service budget. 

President Ford is scheduled 
to fly to Columbus, Ohio, to- 
day to address the : summer 
graduating class of Ohio State 
University, keeping an engage- 
ment he made when he was 
Vice President. i

speech. He is expected tc 
make his first visit to Camp 
David, Md., Saturday but re- 
turn to Washington in time to 
sign the pension reform act at 
the White' House on Labor 
Day.

Asked about Saxbe’s com- 
ment, terHorst said there “Will 
not be a national police force 
in the Ford administration.”

In a meeting with White 1 
House counselor Dean Burch, 
Mr. Ford discussed the forth- 
coming congressional elec- 
tions, but an official said the 
President' does not plan to do 
much campaigning this year. 

The President may make 
one or two campaign swings, 
the official said, but he be- 
lieves the best thing he can do 
politically is to stay in Wash- 
ington and tend to the nation’s 
business.
